NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

Current Situation: Minor initial attack activity occurred in California and
the Eastern Area. Fire activity for the remainder of the U.S. was minimal.

Hurricane Marilyn Support:

A NPS All Risk Management Team (Wissinger) continues to assist in the repair of
Park facilities and housing. One ton of miscellaneous supplies and equipment
were shipped by helicopter to St. John and St. Thomas. The Team rotation is on
schedule for 10/6.

Southcentral Alaska Flood Response:

A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Liebersbach) in Anchorage, a Type 11
Incident Management Team (Wilcock) 1in Soldotna and a Type Il Incident
Management Team (Stam) in Seward are assigned to the State of Alaska to assist
in damage assessment and relief activities. The flood warnings on the Kenai
River have been cancelled. The diversion work on the Resurrection River is
proceeding and expected to be complete by tomorrow.

OUTLOOK: A cold front moving into the Pacific Northwest this morning will
reach the Northern Rockies Ilater today. This system will bring wind, rain
showers, and snow to elevations above 6,000 feet. High pressure will continue
over the desert Southwest. California will have decreasing winds and
temperatures will moderate. High temperatures will range from the 40"s and
50"s in the Northern Rockies to the 60"s and 70"s in the Pacific Northwest and
Great Basin. California and the desert Southwest will have highs in the 80-s
and 90"s. Minimal fire activity is expected.
